cable to span the seven miles be- 
tween Wallis Sands and the islands. 


Charles J. Glidden, the earth and 


air tourist, has leased two of the ten 
wires in the cable for a year. Others 
of the cables will .be used at tho Ap- 
pledore i and Oceanic islands, in the 
United States Life Saving station on 
Appledore.island and at the lighthouse 
at White island.
